The’ Shantien Shih Pao, a. Japanese 
paper (translated by the Peking and Tient- 
rin Times). says:—Tho Ultimatum sont by 
Japan to Germany demanding the uncon- 
ditions! surrender of Tsingtau to the 
former nation is s0° disinterested and 
upseliih that it must have been appre 
ciated by the world. The time-limit has 
passed, yot no reply has come forth. This 
means without doubt that a war will break 
out at the German. leased ter itury, There 
foreit is now nocesrary to reiterate the 
intention of tNe Japaneso Government. 
First it must be observed that Japan bas not 
the leant desire to ge to. war with Germany. 
The chief provision of the Anglo-Japanere 
Alliance in the presorvation of peace in the 
Far Enst,. but as long a9 Tsingtau remaina 
in the hands of the Germans it ie im- 
possible tw preserve: peace: at. this side of 
the world. Sufficient time was allowed tho 
Germann to make their decision, as. Japan 
did not wish to have any wnnecesra: 
bloodshed, Tsingtan is a small dot of land 
in Asis,.with several thousands of suldiers, 
and the territory . is #0 ‘small’ and 
visions so limited.

Moreover, 
she has also ‘declared her intention .to 
the nations of the whole world; thero- 
fore.it is unneceussty: for the Chinese 
to. raisa any doubt on this point. 
In a ‘recent epeech msde by the Japan. 
ese Premier te the newspaper correspond- 
ents, he ssid that in e Cabinet meeting, it 
was suggested by some ‘one that it would 
be more advantageoun to. attack Tsingtan 
immediately; bat being desirous that the 
watter should be settled amicably it was 
decided that a long period of sys be allow:
